_ second. Present events are giving dire 
significance to the justice of the remark of 
_ the profoundest writer on political science, 

France has ever produced. . 

‘Toequeville, his writings, his services, his 

- life all prove him a patriot of the most gen- 
wine order. He was taught to be one, from 
his earliest childhood. In the same- “fetter 
referred to, he says— 

“JT have often heard it told, that my 
grandmother, who was a very religious 
(trés sainte) woman, often impressing upon 
her young son the exercise of all the duties 
of private life, failed not to add—‘And then, 
my child, never forget that a man owes 
himself above all to his country; that there 
is no sacrifice that he ought not to make 
for her; that he cannot remain indifferent 
to her fate ; that God requires of him that 
he be always ready to consecrate, if need 
be, his time, his fortune, even his life, to 
the service of the State and the King.” 

These thoughts of De Tocqueville should be 
illuminated upon every flag that waves over 
the soil of our native land. The holy ‘duty 
—the heaven-born devotion of all that a 
man has, to his country in obedience to 
God, as well as to nature, ought now to be 
sounded in every ear as with an archangel’s 
trump. A nation should’have a nationality 
—in life, in conscience, in power, in every 
_. thing that is acceptable in the sight of God. | 
We ave amazed at the stupendous mistake 
we, as an intelligent and religious people, 
have made in this matter. We have not 
only failed to build up with all the sanctions 
of religion, a national character—animated 
with a flaming enthusiasm—shining with a 
radiance of high and holy virtues—symet- 
rical and mighty by a righteous conformity. 
to the great laws of right as set forth in the 
-divine decalogue—but we have set up 
standards, rallied at the call of parties, utter- 
ed as our creed and confession the shibbol- 
eth of demagogues, all which, have set the na- 

tion adrift in the stormy seas of politics. It 
is true, to an alarming extent, that the 
clergy of our country have been occupied | 
- too much with morals of private life, and 
very little with those of public or national 
. virtues. Love to country—second only to 
Jove to God—while it has not utterly died 
out from the American heart, has not been 
nourished and baptized into a distinct and 
holy life as it deserved. The catchword of | 
the soulless politician—*“ Religion and Poli- 
tics ”—has long been the brand of. national 
odium against all ministers and churches, 
_ whose pulpits have not held their peace at 
the absorption of public virtue into the mass 
of national demoralization. Honest men, 
conscientigus men, conservative and honor- 
able men, have made it their strict study 
and their boast, to give a wide berth to the 
“filthy pool.” What has been the result ? 
Men have arrayed themselves into parties 
regardless of moral character and actions. 
Party fidelity has been held superior to a 
religious love of country. Men have feared 
more and debated longer to desert a party, 
than they have dared to abide by national 
honor and life. Party platforms and Inde- 
pendence declamations have sponged up the 
blood of that. patriotism that crimsoned the 
flag of the Continentals, and filtered into 
our veins instead, warmish water. The 
historian will one day look aghast that the 
United State gasped through the four years 
of Mr. Buchanan’s administration. Oh, 
what a life was that!—Cabinet munisters 
tearing out piece by piece, the nation’s 
heart! Whatsaved us? Nothing but the 
- presence and peril of a stupendous destruc- 
tion. Thank God! we are beginning to 
brace names more. Yes, thank Heaven, 
that “party” sinks before the Country’s 
call. It will not have been in vain. God 
is forcing us to -walk beneath the cloud to 
the other shore of the Revolutionary sea. 
‘We stand at last on the crags and moun- 
tains of our deliverance, and sing out our 
hosannas with hearts warm and souls all 
aglow with the love of country, which will 
henceforth conserve a national life—as 
sacred, holy, and enduring as all time. 


_ What England Gives Up. 


| Contrary to our expectation, England 

has asked for Mason and Slidell. We have 
yet to learn whether that nation will have 
the audacity to undertake to lay down one 
law for us and anotber for herself.

We group the following facts together, as 
illustrative of ministerial success.

Dr. W. W. Hall, the editor of the Jour-. 
nal of Health, says, we presume of his own 
lamented pastor, Rev. James W. Alexander:

several years past they have averaged over 
sixty thousand, besides many thousand more 
of private and unacknowledged charities. 

His membership more than doubled in seven 
years, numbering now over seven hundred. 

These are-some of the tangible evidences 
that he lived to purpose ; and now that he 
is gone, at the early age of fifty-four, the 
waves of his influence will go out from his 
writings, benefiting and blessing wherever 
they roll,and many yet unborn will have 
reason to bless God throughout the ages 


that such a grand heart ever lived. 
Rev. Dr. Tyng gives the following among 


the results of his own forty Years ministry. 

We select from a recent discourse to his 
people. 1417 persons have been confirmed 
under his ministry, an average of 35 each 
year; 1627 persons have been received to 
the Lord’s Table by him for the first time, 
an average of 46 each year. The Jndepen- 
dent estimates this as equivalent to saying 
that forty persons have been received to the 
church by profession:each year. The total 
amount of pecuniary benefactions to the 
various calls of need and suffering passing 
through his hands during the forty years is
